The most important details of the pro- 
gram for the training of dental students 
by the Army and Navy have now been 
revealed through official announce- 
ments.* The text of the Army an- 
nouncement follows : 

In order to assure the Army the annual 
loss replacements for medical, dental and 
veterinary officers, the Army Specialized 
Training Division has been directed to train 
a sufficient number of enlisted men, who, on 
receipt of the appropriate degree in medicine, 
dentistry and veterinary medicine, may be 
appointed in the Medical, Dental or Veter- 
inary Corps, Army of the United States. 
Such training will include both a prepro- 
fessional and a professional phase and as far 
as possible will be continuous. To this end, 
basic military training will not be required 
of enlisted men of the Enlisted Reserve Corps

who are bona fide preprofessional and pro- 
fessional students and who, when called to 
active duty, are finally selected for pre- 
medical or medical training under the Army 
Specialized Training Program. Basic military 
training will be, however, required of all 
other groups. 

ENLISTED MEN.—Enlisted men _ recom- 
mended by Army Specialized Training Pro- 
gram Selection Boards for assignment for 
such preprofessional or professional training, 
at any level, must be thoroughly qualified 
as regards fitness and aptitude for subsequent 
professional training. Their scholastic ability 
likewise must be such that attrition in both 
the premedical and medical phases will be 
held to a minimum. 

STUDENTS IN M.A.C.—There are now in 
approved schools of medicine, dentistry and 
veterinary medicine approximately 22,000 
students who hold commissions in the 
Medical Administrative Corps, A. U. S., or 
in the Officers Reserve Corps, and who are 
on an inactive status for the purpose of 
completing their professional training with 
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a view to appointment in the Medical, Den- 
tal or Veterinary Corps, A. U. S. The 
discharge of these students, at their own 
request, from their commissions and _ their 
enlistment in the Enlisted Reserve Corps has 
been authorized. Students so enlisted will 
be ordered to active duty at the end of the 
academic period which terminates between 
April 15 and June 30, 1943 or, if the aca- 
demic period continues beyond the latter 
date, on June 30, 1943. Orders calling such 
enlisted men to active duty will be issued 
fifteen days prior to termination of the 
academic period or June 30, 1943, which- 
ever is applicable. These students will be 
invited to submit letters of resignation for 
the purpose of enlistment in the Enlisted 
Reserve Corps. 

Contracts will be requested with all ap- 
proved schools effective not later than the 
beginning of the next academic term which 
ends before June 30, 1943. 

RoTc.—First and second year advanced 
course ROTC medical students who hold 
commissions in the Medical Administrative 
Corps, A. U. S., or in the Officers Reserve 
Corps and who resign their commissions and 
enlist in the Enlisted Reserve Corps will be 
called to active duty as prescribed. Those 
not in the Enlisted Reserve Corps may be 
voluntarily inducted for subsequent transfer 
to the Enlisted Reserve Corps and call to 
active duty. 

ASSIGNMENT.—Medical, dental and veter- 
inary students in good standing in approved 
schools of medicine, dentistry and veterinary 
medicine, not under Army jurisdiction, if 
inducted under Selective Service subsequent 
to June 30, 1943, will be assigned with the 
least practicable delay to the Army Special- 
ized Training unit at the institution in which 
currently matriculated. 

The total number of college students 


pursuing approved premedical, predental. 


and preveterinary courses is greatly in excess 
of the capacity of approved schools of 
medicine, dentistry and veterinary medicine. 
It is emphasized that these trainees are 
soldiers assigned for university training 
rather than “students in uniform.” Pre- 
medical, predental and preveterinary stu- 
dents in the Enlisted Reserve Corps will be 
called to active dyty and assigned to an 
appropriate Specialized Training and Re- 
assignment unit for classification and _ re- 


assignment. Enlisted men recommended by 
selection boards at specialized training and 
reassignment units for continuation of their 
preprofessional training or for professional 
training will at the proper time be assigned 
to an appropriate Army Specialized Train- 
ing Unit. Those not recommended for such 
training will be assigned to an appropriate 
replacement training center for the comple- 
tion of the required period of basic military 
training or, for those not recommended for 
any phase of Army Specialized Training, to 
an appropriate unit or installation within 
the territorial limits of the service command. 
SELECTIVE SERVICE INDUCTION.—Premed- 
ical and predental students only, not in the 
Enlisted Reserve Corps, if inducted under 
Selective Service subsequent to the end of 
the academic period which terminates prior 
to June 30, 1943 or, if the academic period 
continues beyond this date, subsequent to 
June 30, 1943, reporting at reception centers, 
will, if they attain a score of 115 or better 
on the Army General Classification Test, be 
transferred to a Medical Department Re- 
placement Training Center if practicable or 
to an appropriate installation within the 
geographic limits of the service command 
for basic military training. Such men will 
be designated as candidates for the Army 
Specialized Training Program. They will 
there appear before the Army Specialized 
Training Program field selection board for 
selection or rejection for the Army Special- 
ized Training Program. .Enlisted men who 
have completed the required preprofessional 
schooling and have been recommended for 
professional training by the Army Special- 
ized Training Program selection board 
at a Specialized Training Assignment and 
Reclassification unit, but for whom there 
are no appropriate immediate vacancies in 
contracting schools of medicine, dentistry 
and veterinary medicine, will be assigned 
to a Medical Department Replacement 
Training Center and/or to other service 
command installations, preferably with the 
Medical Department, pending assignment to 
a suitable unit within prescribed quotas, for 
professional training. 

The procedures for the selection of en- 
listed men for assignment for training in 
medicine, dentistry and veterinary medicine 
under the Army Specialized Training Pro- 
gram will be no less thorough and exhaustive 
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than those now in common usage for ac- 
ceptance for admission to the accredited 
professional schools throughout the country. 


The terms of the Navy program, 
while stated in terms of medical schools 
and medical students, presumably apply 
to dental schools and dental students. 


Medical students who at present hold 
commissions as Ensigns H-V(P), USNR, 
have the option of remaining on inactive 
duty in their present status until completion 
of their course in medical school at their 
own expense, or they may resign their com- 
mission and enlist as Apprentice Seamen, 
U. S. Naval Reserve, and be placed on active 
duty with pay, uniforms and a per diem 
allowance to defray the cost of their sub- 
sistence. The tuition will be paid by the 
Navy, including the cost of books and the 
cost of renting microscopes or other equip- 
ment necessary in the medical courses. 
ENTERING STUDENTS.—Students who are 
now in medical schools, or those who have 
been accepted to the next entering classes, 
who are Ensigns H-V(P), USNR, will con- 
tinue in these schools. On_ satisfactory 
completion of the prescribed course of 
studies, the students will be commissioned 
in the Naval Reserve as Lieutenants (junior 
grade) MC-V(G) on an inactive duty status 
to complete one year of internship in a 
civilian hospital. Those students who desire 
to enter the Medical Corps of the regular 
Navy and successfully pass the examination 
will be assigned to an internship in a naval 
hospital, on active duty. 

If the student fails to maintain satisfactory 
standards on active duty in the Navy College 
Training Program, he may be assigned to 
general duty in enlisted status in the rating 
for which qualified. The pay of Apprentice 
Seamen on active duty, without dependents, 
is $50 per month. Certain allowances are 
made for the dependents of an Apprentice 
Seaman on attive duty contingent on the 
allotment by the man concerned of a por- 
tion of his pay to his dependents. The 
amounts of the allowances depend on the 
number and relationship of the dependents. 
ENSIGNS.—Married Ensigns H-V(P), US 
NR, are eligible for enrolment and partici- 
pation in the Navy College Training Pro- 
gram. The maximum age restrictions pre- 
scribed for other Apprentice Seamen in the 


Navy College Training Program are not 
applicable to former Ensigns H-V(P). 

Former Ensigns H-V(P) who enlist and 
who are attending medical school on or 
about July 1, 1943 will be ordered to active 
duty at the school which they are attending 
at that time. Navy medical students in the 
Navy College Training Program will pursue 
an accelerated course. While on active duty 
in school, medical students will wear a Mid- 
shipman or Cadet type uniform with suit- 
able distinguishing insignia. 

Applications for appointment as Ensigns 

H-V(P), USNR, from civilian students in 
medical school, or those students who have 
been accepted for admission to the next 
entering class of an approved school, will 
not be accepted after June 1, 1943. There- 
after qualified students who are in atten- 
dance at or who have been accepted by an 
approved medical school will, on approval 
by the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery and 
the Bureau of Naval Personnel, be inducted 
as Apprentice Seamen, Class SV-12(S), for 
training in the Navy College Training Pro- 
gram. 
PREPROFESSIONAL TRAINING.—Premedical 
students assigned to colleges and univer- 
sities participating in the Navy College 
Training Program will be made up mostly 
from premedical students who now hold an 
enlisted rating in class V-1 or V-7, USNR. 
A small percentage of premedical students 
will be taken from the successful applicants 
who passed the test given on April 2, 1943 
in all high schools and colleges in the coun- 
try. Tests will be given again in November 
1943 and in March 1944. 

Premedical students formerly in class V-1 
and V-7, on active duty in the Navy College 
Training Program, who are not selected for 
medical training by the Navy but who are 
acceptable to an approved medical school, 
may submit a request to the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel for discharge. Each such request 
will be considered on its own merits. If not 
acceptable to an approved medical school, 
such men will be considered candidates for 
other officer candidates’ training in which 
qualified. 

The course of studies for premedical 
students entering the first term on July 1, 
1943 will run for five terms of sixteen weeks 
each. It is proposed to screen premedical 
students after the first year of their studies. 
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The successful students will continue their 
course until completion; the failures will be 
allowed to continue the term they are in at 
the time of failure and then be assigned 
other training. It is the intention of the 
Navy Department that Naval trainees, pur- 
suing a premedical course and later assigned 
to medical schools, be acceptable to the 
schools to which ordered. 

MORE DETAILS.—In a subsequent release, 
the following details of the Army-Navy 
program for dental schools were made 
available : 

At present it is contemplated that train- 
ing in medicine, dentistry and veterinary 
medicine will be initiated in all approved 
schools by July 14. The dates correspond 
as far as possible to the beginning of a new 
term except in schools in which an academic 
period starts after July 15; in these cases it 
is asked that the program be initiated at the 
first of the month. 

Students in these schools who are called 
to active duty or are inducted through Selec- 
tive Service will be assigned with the least 
possible delay to the unit at the school in 
which currently enrolled. Preprofessional 
students who have completed their prepara- 
tory training and who have been accepted 
for matriculation are considered as profes- 
sional students. They will not be required 
to accomplish their basic training at the ex- 
pense of their professional training. 

Other preprofessional students, however, 
with the exception of those in the Enlisted 
Reserve Corps and» those who enter the 
Enlisted Reserve Corps through induction 
prior to June 30, 1943, must receive their 
basic military training program prior to 
assignment to the Army Specialized Train- 
ing Program if they are inducted later. Since 
this three months’ interruption of preprofes- 
sional training may mean incomplete prep- 
aration for the vacancy for which accepted 
by an approved school, full advantage in 
these cases should be taken of eligibility for 
deferment under Selective Service. If at the 
completion of their academic preparation 
they are inducted, either before or after 
school, they will be assigned to the unit at 
the school by which accepted. . . . 

The decision of the Navy that all its 
medical and dental trainees will receive 
commutation of quarters and rations com- 
plicates the situation, as does the fact that 


Navy trainees will wear double breasted 
blue sack suits while the student in the Army 
is clothed in khaki. No one complains that 
the Navy will not permit its bachelors to 
acquire a dependent. 


QUARTERS.—The question of quarters and 
rations is causing great distress among many 
deans. The present ruling is that Army 
Specialized Training Program trainees at 
schools of dentistry, medicine and veteri- 
nary medicine will be placed on commuta- 
tion of rations and quarters when it is 
manifestly impossible for each institution 
concerned to provide from its own resources 
or by lease or contract adequate housing and 
messing facilities. This puts the entire local 
problem in the hands of the service com- 
mand and the dean. 

There is a wide variation in textbooks 
and instruments required. The Army will 
purchase them through the institution for 
reissue as required. Tuition is being consid- 
ered on the basis of nonresident tuition. 
Various fees such as matriculation and grad- 
uation will not be covered: the soldier must 
pay for his own diploma. Breakage is a 
government responsibility and, if due to 
neglect or misconduct, will be deducted 
from the soldier’s pay... . 

Students in good standing in accredited 
medical or dental schools who are now de- 
ferred by Selective Service may request re- 
classification and voluntary induction by 
their local boards for the purpose of induc- 
tion and assignment to the Army Special- 
ized Training Program. At the time of in- 
duction, such students should have in their 
possession letters from the deans of their 
colleges certifying that they are medical or 
dental students in good standing. If they 
are inducted in this manner before the end 
of the current term, they will be transferred 
to the inactive reserve and not ordered to 
active duty until the end of the current 
school year, at which time it is expected that 
the Army Specialized Training Program will 
be operative. .. . 

Students not in any Army or Navy Reserve 
by July 1 may (1) be inducted by Selective 
Service and be prepared to interrupt their 
college work for basic military training or 
(2) be continued under deferment by Selec- 
tive Service until they are dental students 
when they will be assigned to ASTP with- 
out basic training. 
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COUNCIL ON DENTAL HEALTH 


Councit ON DENTAL HEALTH 
Names CoMMITTEE PERSONNEL 


The personnel of nine committees that 
will study the various problems under 
the jurisdiction of the Council on Den- 
tal Health was named recently in an 
announcement from Emory W. Morris, 
chairman. A member of the Council is 
chairman of each committee, whereas 
members are dentists and consultants 
specially qualified to contribute to the 
study of problems coming within the 
purview of the committee. The com- 
mittees will report their findings to the 
Council for evaluation and action. 

In commenting on the work to be 
done by the nine committees, Dr. Morris 
said : 

STATEMENT.—When the Council on Den- 
tal Health of the American Dental Associa- 
tion was appointed in August 1942, it was 
expected that considerable time would be 
necessary to perfect organization and start 
on a long term program. In the eight months 
of its existence, however, the Council has 
completed its organization, planned and 
established councils on the state and local 
levels, inaugurated a program in coopera- 
tion with the High School Victory Corps 
movement and initiated studies of plans, 
policies and principles in connection with 
dentistry’s long term program. In addition, 
the Council has met many immediate prob- 
lems which it was called upon to consider. 

The Council is aware of current specula- 
tion on what lies ahead for dentistry. Many 
questions have been raised on the forms 
future dental practice will take and on the 
health programs to be instituted and their 
effect on dentists, dental practice and den- 
tal health. These are an indication of healthy 
professional interest at a time when the 
world is in transition. 

The Council has been organized to find 
answers to these questions as promptly and 
efficiently as possible in order to carry out 
its responsibility to the public health and 


to the profession. State and local councils, 
patterned on the A.D.A. Council, but 
capable of being adapted to varying local 
conditions, have been established. Because 
of the great scope of its studies, the Coun- 
cil has formed the following nine committees 
to study various problems: Social Trends, 
Low Income, Prepayment, Industrial, Re- 
search, Caries Control, Professional Rela- 
tions and High School Victory Corps Pro- 
gram. 

These committees, many of which have al- 
ready held meetings, will report their con- 
clusions to the Council, which will evaluate 
and correlate the findings. It is also ex- 
pected that recommendations coming from 
the local councils, through the state coun- 
cils, will provide valuable information on 
the needs and desires of the public and of 
the profession in regard to dental health 
and dental health plans. 

There are many time-consuming tasks 
before the Council, but members of the 
Association can expect action in the form 
of concrete, workable plans adaptable to 
the needs of the respective communities. 
These tasks, however, can be accomplished 
promptly only if members of the profession 
interest themselves in these problems and 
if the basic work is done by members at the 
community level.

A new destroyer escort ship will be 
named in honor of the late Lieut. 
Commdr. Laurice A. Tatum, of Birming- 
ham, who was killed in action on the 
U.S.S. Wasp in the Battle of the Sol- 
omons last September. The ship will be 
launched July 3 at Orange, Texas, with 
Mrs. Cecile Cofield Tatum, widow of 
the commander, acting as sponsor. 

Lieutenant Commander Tatum was 
awarded the Silver Star Medal post- 
humously with the following citation: 


For extremely gallant and intrepid con- 
duct while serving aboard the U.S.S. Wasp 
during the attack on that vessel by enemy 
Japanese forces. Completely cut off from 
the rest of the ship by raging, flames, Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Tatum calmly braved the 
danger from fire, exploding ammunition and 
flying débris to remain in the forecastle to 
administer first aid to all the wounded in 
the vicinity. His great personal valor and 
courageous efforts in behalf of his shipmates, 
carried on with only improvised facilities, 
were in keeping with the highest traditions 
of the United States Naval Service. 


Lieutenant Commander Tatum, who 
was a member of the Alabama State 
Dental Association and of the Birming- 
ham Dental Association, served in the 
first World War. In 1928, he received 
the rank of lieutenant, junior grade, in 
the Naval Reserve and, in 1933, was 
promoted to the rank of lieutenant com- 
mander. He offered his services to the 
Navy immediately after the attack on 
Pearl Harbor, especially requesting ac- 
tive sea duty against the Japs. May 
29, 1942, he was assigned to duty on the 
U.S.S. Wasp, on which he was killed 
in action September 15, 1942. 


E1cut Missinc Navy Dentists Now 
REPORTED AS JAP PRISONERS 


Eight Navy dental officers previously 
reported as missing in action have now 
been listed as prisoners of war by the 
International Red Cross, according to 
an announcement from the Dental Divi- 
sion, Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
United States Navy. The eight officers, 
all of whom were on active duty in the 
Philippines, are: Lieut. Commdr. Em- 
met L. Manson, DC-V (G), USNR, 
Minneapolis, Minn.; Lieut. Commdr. 
James A. Connell (DC), USN, Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa.; Lieut. Commdr. Cornelius 
L. Cross, DC-V(S), USNR, Manila, 
P. I.; Lieut. Stanley W. Smith (DC), 
USN, Morris, Ill.; Lieut. James L. 
Wanger (DC), USN, Philadelphia; 
Lieut. Wade H. Morgan (DC), USN, 
Pensacola, Fla.; Lieut. Henry C. 
Knight (DC), USN, Norfolk, Va., and 
Lieut. William L. Strangman (DC), 
USN, Santa Monica, Calif. 


DENTAL STANDARDS LOWERED 
For Navy ENLISTED MEN 


The dental standard for enlisted Navy 
men was practically abolished June 1 
when a drastic revision of physical 
standards was announced by the Navy 
Department in Washington. Until the 
standard was lowered, even men drafted 
into the naval service were required to 
have at least eighteen teeth of their 
own. Men without teeth may now be 
inducted under the new regulation. 

The new order, which includes re- 
vision of regulations governing vision, 
height, missing fingers and venereal dis- 
ease, brings Navy standards to a parity 
with those of the Army in most in- 
stances.

Capt. Robert S. Davis, recently 
senior dental officer of the U. S. Naval 
Training Station, San Diego, assumed 
his duties June 10 as chief of the 
Division of Dentistry, Bureau of Med- 
icine and Surgery, with headquarters in 
the Navy Department, Washington. 
Captain Davis succeeds Capt. Albert 
Knox, who has been assigned as officer 
in charge of the dental clinic at the 
United States Naval Academy, An- 
napolis. 

RECORD.—Captain Davis was born in 
Meriden, Conn., January 7, 1892, and 
was graduated from the Thomas W. 
Evans Museum’ and Dental Institute, 
School of Dentistry, University of Penn- 


sylvania, in 1915. In 1917, he was com- 
missioned a lieutenant, junior grade, in 
the Dental Corps of the U. S. Navy. 
During the first World War, he served 
with the Atlantic Fleet aboard the 
U.S.S. Ohio. 

Subsequent duties took him to the 
following ships and shore stations: the 
U.S.S. Michigan, the Marine Barracks 
at Parris Island, S. C., the U.S.S. 
Argonne, the U.S.S. Mississippi, the 
Navy Yard in New York, the Marine 
Barracks at Quantico, Va., the U.S.S.

Army DenTAL Corps REPORTS ON 
POLICIES AND ACHIEVEMENTS 

A recent report from the Dental Divi- 
sion, Office of the Surgeon General, 
U. S. Army, outlines the objectives and 
policies under which the Army Dental 
Corps is doing the biggest job in its his- 
tory. The report includes statistics on 
admissions, attendance and treatment 
during 1942 and for the first months of 
1943. During March 1943, the report 
reveals, the Army Dental Corps con- 
structed 55,050 dentures, more than one- 
third of the number constructed during 
the entire preceding year. In 1943, the 
number of dentures constructed increased 
from 39,036 in January to 55,050 in 
March. The report also reveals that the 
number of teeth extracted in March 1943 
(62,546) was matched by the replace- 
ment of 458,783 teeth. Excerpts from 
the report follow : 
OBJECTIVE.—The objective of the Army 
Dental Corps is to place every soldier in 
the best possible state of dental health, to 
restore or replace his or her teeth to permit 
mastication of the army ration, and to pre- 
vent so far as possible dental casualties dur- 
ing the critical hours of battle. 
POLICIES.—The policies adopted by the 
Dental Corps concerning treatment are in 
general parallel to those of any good ethical 
civilian practitioner. However, the tre- 
mendous needs, the limited number of den- 
tal officers and supplies, and the all im- 
portant factor of time do necessitate cer- 
tain modifications. Any program of the 
Army Dental Corps must also take into 
consideration War Department regulations 
and existing directives from higher au- 
thority. 
TREATMENT PLAN.—The treatment plan 
is necessarily governed by the large unit or 
group needs and cannot be determined on 
an individual basis. The tremendous turn- 
over of troops in the large replacement train- 
ing centers makes it impossible to complete 
all of the desirable dental work in the time 


permitted. The dental service, therefore, re- 
solves itself into doing the most good for 
the greatest number of troops with existing 
personnel and facilities. The Army Dental 
Corps has no other possible alternative or 
program since the principal objective is to 
get the soldier into the field, conditioned and 
trained for combat. 

METHODS.—When the inductee arrives at 
a replacement training center, he is soon 
surveyed by a dental officer. If the soldier 
has any infection, needs an extraction, or 
has large cavities or an insufficient number 
of teeth to masticate the Army ration, he is 
given an appointment to have this emergency 
work completed. It is the policy to have all 
emergency dental work complete and, if 
possible, all dental service, before an in- 
dividual is allowed to leave for a port of 
embarkation or staging area. Although an 
appreciable amount of dental service is pos- 
sible in the several theaters overseas, most 
of the work is delegated to the camps and 
stations in the continental limits of the 
United States. Dentistry overseas is prin- 
cipally done in the fixed units outside of the 
immediate limits of the combat zone. Dental 
officers and their assistants do accompany 
the medical officers with their individual 
dentai kits to the actual area of fighting. 
In this forward area, only emergency work 
and first aid are done in conjunction with 
the medical officer. 

The time schedule of the Army therefore 
precludes the building up of bites or the 
construction of many bridges. It does not 
permit the making of partial dentures in 
those instances wherein individuals have suf- 
ficient teeth to masticate the Army ration, 
nor the polishing of all small amalgam fill- 
ings. It does, however, use the finest instru- 
ments and materials in the construction of 
appliances and in restorations. 

The dental service given in hospitals is 
generally of a broader scope since the pa- 
tients here have no field or other duty. Time 
is not such an important factor in hospital- 
ized patients. This is especially true of the 
named general hospitals in this country. ‘

of the Dental Corps have been many. The 
accompanying table presents the totals for 
1942 and for the first three months of 1943. 
RATIO INCREASES.—The ratio of men to 
dental officers gradually increased during 
the past year and in early 1943. There 
has been a decided gain in the total work 
completed, even though there are fewer 
dental officers in their ratio to the men. 
The greatest increase has been in the 
number of dentures constructed for the 
entire army. In 1942, the Dental Corps 
replaced 29 per cent of the total teeth that 
it extracted with dentures and _ bridges; 
while the first three months of 1943 re- 
veal the following ratios: 58 per cent, 72 
per cent and 81 per cent. Incomplete records 
for the month of March show that 562,546 
teeth were removed, and that 458,753, or 
81 per cent, were replaced. Many inductees 
now come into the Army with teeth already 
removed and thus require replacements to 
permit mastication of the Army ration. On 
the other hand, many one and two tooth 
extractions made in the army cannot be 
replaced at this time. 


The courteous, satisfactory and competent 
dental service which the dental officers are 
now giving will do much to present den- 
tistry in its proper perspective to the mil- 
lions who have never frequented a dental 
chair. The Army Dental Corps has accepted 
these responsibilities and holds out the as- 
surance that its services will permit victory 
and glory for American dentistry both in 
this war and in the peace that is to follow.

Carr. Paut G. Jacoss 
PRISONER OF WaR IN GERMANY 


Capt. Paul G. Jacobs, U. S. Army Den- 
tal Corps, formerly of Davenport, Iowa, is 
now a prisoner of war in Germany, ac- 
cording to a message received from him 
at the Central Office of the American 
Dental Association. Dr. Jacobs asked 
that dental supplies, including silver 
alloy, mercury, burs and extraction in- 
struments, be sent to him through the 
International Red Cross. Dr. Jacobs also 
stated that he was the only American 
dentist in that theater of war. 

Inquiry to the American Red Cross 
established that prisoner of war dentists 
are permitted to practice in the prison 
camps only with permission of the de- 
taining authorities and under supervision 
of the camp dentist and that the detain- 
ing power, under the Geneva Conven- 
tion, is supposed to provide all the ma- 
terial necessary for simple treatment; 
but in order that American prisoners of 
war shall not suffer from lack of material 
in Germany and Italy, the American 
Red Cross has created a stock of dental 
supplies in Geneva, Switzerland, which 
are sent to the various camps upon rec- 
ommendation of the International Red 
Cross Committee or upon the request of 
the camp dentist. 
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PROMOTION POLICIES IN 
Army Dentat Corps 


Promotions in the Army Dental Corps 
are contingent upon position vacancies, 
eligibility and War Department regula- 
tions, and steps are being taken to make 
promotion adjustments as rapidly as 
possible in accordance with general 
military policies. These facts were 
pointed out by the Dental Division, 
Office of the Surgeon General, in a 
recently issued interpretation of the 
plans and policies for promotion in the 
Army Dental Corps.* The text of the 
statement follows : 


The Surgeon General’s Office is not re- 
sponsible nor delegated to secure or recom- 
mend individual promotions as is com- 
monly thought by many. Promotions are 
contingent upon position vacancies, eligibil- 
ity and War Department regulations. 

The plans and policies of promotion for 
dental officers vary somewhat in the Army 
Service Forces and the tactical units of 
the combat forces. There are no Tables of 
Organization for the various units and in- 
stallations in the Army Service Units. How- 
ever, certain general policies are followed in 
recommending allotments in grades. 


ADJUSTMENTS.—Individual inequalities in 
promotion may well exist, and the Den- 
tal Division of the Surgeon General’s Of- 
fice is well aware of the personal sacrifices 
of many. The Dental Division has consist- 
ently recommended that the captain-lieuten- 
ant ratio in the fixed installations be two 
to one, or as a minimum one to one. Every- 
thing possible is being done to make 
promotion adjustments in accordance with 
general military policies, and much has 
already been accomplished. 

The Tables of Organization published 
under the date of July 22, 1942, show some 
definite improvements in the promotion 
schedules of dental officers in the tactical 
units. One example is the listing of rank in 
the various station hospitals in the Zone of 
Communications. The allotments herein per- 
mit a dental officer with the rank of captain

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for a 25-bed hospital. The rank of major 
and lieutenant colonel start respectively with 
the 400-bed and 750-bed installations. 


RATIO,—In a report from one of the theaters 
of war the overall captain-lieutenant ratio was 
go to 74. Such a report is most encourag- 
ing particularly when it is compared with 
all other branches of the service. 

It is a natural desire on the part of every 
officer to attain the highest commission avail- 
able or to receive promotions at regular in- 
tervals. Army experience and organization, 
however, do not warrant or permit the 
recommendation that all officers be made a 
captain, or ranks of higher grade. The tre- 
mendous expansion of the Army with its 
multiple units has made it necessary -to. 
have various grades and assignments. In 
many instances it is physically impossible 
and militarily inexpedient to transfer of- 
ficers to permit promotions. 


PoLicy.—Although promotions are de- 
sirable, practical and warranted in many in- 
stances, it is not the major consideration in 
this all out war for democracy. Thousands 
of America’s finest citizens have left gen- 
erous incomes in civil life and now are in 
the front lines with little if any potential 
for promotion from the grade of private. 
The majority of these men will never have 
the consideration and privileges afforded a 
first lieutenant, yet their education, their 
homes, their civil life and experience would 
warrant such and even more. These privates, 
corporals, sergeants and their officers have a 
task to perform and their missions are being 
accomplished. There is no doubt that the 
officers and other personnel associated with 
the Army Dental Corps will fit into this 
same pattern of thought and function. Every 
rule, regulation and action of the War De- 
partment and its many organizations must 
be the guide and objective. Every soldier 
that the Dental Corps is privileged to serve 
must receive the utmost consideration and 
thought, thereby placing him in the best 
possible state of dental health in the time 
available. The relative responsibilities and 
duties of the coming months are well out- 
lined, and when the history pertaining to 
dentistry is written as related to this war, 
it will have achieved a place of honor and 
distinction in the field of medical science.

Texts or RECENT MEMORANDA FROM 
OrricerR PROCUREMENT SERVICE 


Two memoranda were issued by the 
Officer Procurement Service during May 
dealing with the procurement of dental 
officers for the Army. The delay in the 
publication of these memoranda is due 
to a failure to have the texts transmitted 
promptly by the official agency. 


The War Department is concerned over 
the lag in obtaining the number of physicians 
and dentists required by the Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s program for 1943. 

As previously stated in FT-34, this pro- 
gram called for appointments at the fol- 
lowing monthly rates: physicians, 575; 
dentists, 400; veterinarians, 75. 
RESULTS.—The Officer Procurement Serv- 
ice has now completed three months’ process- 
ing operations under FT-34. The composite 
results of such operations (at April 22, 
1943) as contrasted with the three month 
requirement of the Surgeon General’s pro- 
gram have been as follows: 


of an availability clearance form (Form 97) 
in regard to a particular person, the office 
requests that person to complete all papers 
and take all steps required of him within 
fourteen days. If no reply is received from 
him or if he declines to act as requested, a 
report will be transmitted by the district 
office to the appropriate state Procurement 
and Assignment chairman. In other words, 
under the procedure heretofore authorized, 
no obligation to follow up an “available” 
candidate who is unwilling to cooperate is 
placed on the district office, which discharges 
its duty by promptly reporting the facts to 
the Procurement and Assignment Service. 

NEW PROCEDURE.—With the approval of 
the Surgeon General and the War Man- 
power Commission, the following change of 
procedure in processing physicians and den- 
tists has been authorized: Effective immedi- 
ately, district officers are authorized to 
contact any person whose “availability” clear- 
ance form has been received from a state 
Procurement and Assignment chairman in 
California, Connecticut, Massachusetts, New 
York or Wisconsin and to urge on him his

Of the cases completely processed and 
sent forward to the Surgeon General, a con- 
siderable percentage do not mature to the 
commissioned state (physically disqualified, 
not recommended, refusal of grade, and so 
on). Accordingly, actual appointments of 
physicians during the three-month period 
are seriously below the required level of 
1,725 appointments and actual appointments 
of dentists are somewhat below the required 
level of 1,200 appointments. The veterinary 
appointments are adequate for current de- 
mands. 

FT-34, paragraph 7, states the basic 
processing procedure in effect previous to 
this time. After receipt by a district office 


duty as a citizen to take steps to qualify for 
a commission. Persuasion should be exer- 
cised in a dignified manner; but district 
offices receiving such “availability” clearance 
forms are expected to do an actual “selling 
job” to convince “available” persons who are 
apparently suitable for appointment that it 
is their patriotic duty to apply for a com- 
mission, even though it may involve a finan- 
cial sacrifice. In many cases, it will not 
involve a financial sacrifice if advantages 
from Army pay from a tax standpoint are 
considered. It will be appropriate for 
district offices to enlist the assistance of 
qualified medical and dental societies in 
bringing to the person’s attention his indi-

yidual responsibility to his country in the 
existing war emergency. The Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s representatives in the service com- 
mands will be authorized to cooperate in 
presenting the subject to the individual. 
Every prompt and proper effort must be 
taken in the states enumerated to increase 
the number of physicians (and to a lesser 
extent dentists) whose cases are to be 
processed and submitted to the Surgeon 
General under FT-34. 

If, in spite of the efforts referred to, an 
“available” and apparently suitable person 
is unwilling to proceed with the processing 
of his case or to make reply to the district 
office, the facts will be reported to the ap- 
propriate state Procurement and Assign- 
ment chairman as soon as such impossibil- 
ity of processing is determined by the dis- 
trict office. 


The second memorandum, issued May 
13, follows in part : 


The Procurement and Assignment Service, 

War Manpower Commission, has announced 
that, effective at once, this “selling” pro- 
gram is authorized to be carried on by Of- 
fier Procurement Service with respect to 
physicians and dentists, candidates declared 
“available” in all states in which physicians 
and dentists, respectively, will be procured 
in 1943 as indicated in FT-34. ... 
NEW MEDICAL PROGRAM.—More stringent 
regulations for the recruitment of physicians 
were announced by the Officer Procure- 
ment Service June 1. Dentists and vet- 
erinarians are not yet included because 
procurement in these two classifications “has 
been relatively satisfactory.” The new pro- 
gram includes reconsideration of physicians 
who have been declared “available” and 
who have not completed processing their 
papers for commissions. New invitations to 
secure commissions will be issued to this 
group and the rejection of an invitation will 
bring about notification of the state Pro- 
curement and Assignment chairman, who will 
then consider reclassification of the indi- 
vidual’s Selective Service status. 

The War Service Committee has _indi- 
cated that only immediate and complete 
fulfillment of the dental procurement quota 
will prevent the application of this more 
stringent ruling to dentists.

The 1939-1941 volume of the Index 
to Dental Literature will be ready for 
delivery July 1, according to an an- 
nouncement by the Committee on 
Library and Indexing Services, John E. 
Gurley, chairman. The new volume is 
arranged alphabetically according to sub- 
ject and author and also contains a list 
of the books published 1939-1941. The 
title of the series has been changed with 
this volume from Index of the Periodic 
Dental Literature to Index to Dental 
Literature. 

The price of the 1939-1941 Index is 
$7.50 and the book can be obtained on 
application to the American Dental As- 
sociation, 222 East Superior St., Chi- 
cago. 
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New Postat REGULATIONS ON 
Mane Prostuetic Devices 


A new postal regulation* requires 
that packages containing dentures or 
prosthetic dental appliances shall not be 
accepted for mailing unless they bear 
the notice that mailing is not prohibited 
by the postal laws. This regulation is an 
outgrowth of recent federal legislation 
prohibiting interstate transportation of 
dentures not made in compliance with 
state statutes. 

The following is the recent amend- 
ment to the Postal -Laws and Regula- 
tions : 


Section 6074 of the Postal Laws and 
Regulations is amended by the addition of 
the following as paragraphs 4 and 5: 

4. Packages containing dentures (false 
teeth) or prosthetic dental appliances shall 
be accepted for mailing when properly pre- 
pared therefor provided that the label or 
the address side of the parcel carries a 
printed or rubber stamped impression over 
the name of the sender in clear legible 
type reading as follows: “Mailing not 
prohibited by Sec. 6073 P.L.&R., 1940.” 

5. Parcels containing dentures or pros- 
thetic devices found in the mails without 
the required indorsement should be im- 
mediately transmitted to the post office 
inspector in charge of the Division in which 
the office of address is located. 


WPB To ControL PropuctTion 
AND DISTRIBUTION OF Burs 


Control over the production and 
distribution of dental burs was estab- 
lished by the War Production Board 
with the issuance May 21 of a General 
Limitation Order (L-295). The action 
was taken because of a shortage “in the 
supply of dental burs for defense, 
private account and for export.” The 
control order includes “metal burs, 
diamond impregnated points or discs.” 

*Published in The Postal Bulletin of May 


19, 1943 as Order No. 21361 amending Sec- 
tion 6074 of the Postal Laws and Regulations. 
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To permit allocation of supplies to 
the most essential users, the WPB order 
provides that monthly production and 
shipping schedules be filled out by all 
manufacturers of dental burs. These 
schedules, which are subject to approval 
or change by the War Production Board, 
must then be followed irrespective of 
preference ratings on purchase orders.
